Alabama Now Free Of Cholera 


Alabama has been decla- 
red Hog Cholera Free by 
the U, S, Department of 
Agriculture, according to 
Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries Rich- 
ard (Dick) Beard, 

The action came after 
Alabama had _ gone 12 
months on December 31 
without a single case of 
hog cholera being report- 
ed in the state, Commis- 
sioner Beard said, Ala- 
bama was the 3lst state 
to become Hog Cholera 
Free and the third in the 
Southeast, following Flo- 
rida and Georgia inthe last 
phase of the National Hog 
Cholera Eradication Pro- 
gram, 

Beard first praised the 
producers in the $50 
million swine industry for 
the cooperation given in

the right against cholera, 


He also gave credit to the 
many individuals and or- 
ganizations who have wor- 
ked so long and hard on 
the project, “‘It was stri- 
ctly a team effort,’’ he 
declared, 

Dr. Jokn Milligan, State 
Veterinarian, said Ala- 
bama declared war against 
the deadly swine disease 
in 1951 by outlawing the use 
of virulent hog cholera 
virus as an immunizing a- 
gent, ‘‘We were the first 
in the nation to take this 
action,’ Dr, Milligan de- 
clared, 

Since that time Alabama 
has outlawed the use of any 
virus to immunize against 
hog cholers, The feeding 
of all garbage hasalsobeen 
outlawed since this is one 
vay cholera is spread, 


*‘We have kept a close 
watch on the movement of 
any feeder’pigs and others 
into or out of Alabama and 
will continue to dogso,’’ Dr. 
Milligan declared, Wehave 
also acted promptly on any 
reports of sick hogs and 
we will continue this prac- 
tice,

The responsibilities of 
nine different agencies will 
be placed in a single office, 
at the very highest level of 
government, to coordinate 
treatment, prevention, and 
law enforcement programs 
under one comprehensive 
plan, 

New Federal grants total- 
ling $1.5 billion will be au- 
thorized for drug prevention, 
treatment and rehabilitation 
programs under State con- 
trols. The legislation calls 
for full coordination between 
Federal and State govern- 
ments, between the States, 
and between State and local 
governments, 

Under this bill, the Vet- 
erans’ Administration will 
be required to furnish trea- 
tment and rehabilitation ser- 
vice to drug addicted sold- 
iers, since most were in- 
troduced to habit forming 
drugs while serving in the 
armed forces, In the past 
two years, 16,000 American 
servicemen have been dis-
